Many of the boys were | 
in casts and some on _ crutches. 
Seats at the Santa Clara-Stanford 
game, on the 35-yard line, were pro- 
vided and a fine game was seen. 
Hot dogs and refreshments were 
provided between halves. After the 
game a drive through Chinatown 
and Golden Gate park, a fine din- 
ner and entertainment was had at 
Dugans’ in Emeryville, where the 
boys were introduced to the as- 
sembled diners and were welcomed 
in fine style. The boys, upon re- 
turning to the hospital were loud 
in their praise for a wonderful day 
provided by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Several stated that 
it was the first entertainment they 


had enjoyed since joining the navy. 

The details of the battles where 
these boys were injured is of course 
naval secrets and could not be dis- 
closed, but one and all were 
anxious to get in condition again 
so that they could get another 
crack at our enemies, 

The committee is now soliciting

LOCAL WOMEN 
IN INDUSTRY 
TAKE CARE OF 
SHORTAGES 


Women, In Taking Places of 
Men Workers, Do Their Share 
To Aid Uncle Sam 


Proving that we are living in a 
new era, several organizations in 
this area, have, during the past 
months, taken applications from 
women where heretofore it has 
been unknown to have women 
members in those locals. 

Among the first to take applica- 
tions were Auto Mechanics’ Union, 
Local No. 1546, where women are 
replacing men in the auto supply 
houses, selling auto parts and sup- 
plies. The first one to join the 
auto mechanics was Miss Fern 
Gooder who became a member in 
March of this year. Garage Em- 
ployes’ Union, Local No. 78, as 
early as March received applica- 
tions for girls who wanted jobs as 
vuleanizers and car lubricators. 
They now have some 10 women 
members, the first applicant being 
Dorothy Rezente, who is now a 
first-class automobile lubrication 
woman. 

In March, Retail Delivery Drivers’ 
Union No. 588 took in their first 
motorcycle delivery girl, Miss Ruth 
Brown, who is now working for a 
local concern. 

Laundry Wagon Drivers’ Local 
Union No. 208 boasts of over 30 new 
women members, among the first to 
belong to this local were Mrs. Anne 
Carer and Miss Mardelle Kelly; 
Mrs. Juanita McClellan, a few 
months ago, took over her hus- 
band's route when he enlisted in 
the armed forces. 

According to Mr. Brown, repre- 
sentative of Carmen’s Union No. 
192, they have close to 100 women 
members who are operating motor 
coaches, one-man street cars, and 
work as train conductors. 

Women are also replacing men as 
sheet metal workers, boiler mak- 
ers and welders’ helpers, and the 
shipyards are employing them daily. 

This is the beginning of women 
working on jobs Which up to the 
present time was strictly a man’s 
work. These women are not only 
adding their bit t6 an all-out-to-win- 
the-war, but are also maintaining 
for the boys who had to give up 
these jobs, the conditions they 
fought for. The women receive the 
Same wages as the men, work the 
same hours, and enjoy the same 
privileges, and from all reports, the 
“girls” are doing a splendid job, 
and are efficient and capable 
workers. 

And now, what was that we heard 
about the “weaker sex”?

Electrical Workers Get $15,000 


For the first time in the history 
of the American labor movement 
a trade union sued and collected 
in a libel action when Westchester 
Newspapers, Inc., owner of the 
Mount Vernon Daily Argus, handed 
its check for $15,000 to Local 3 of 


the international brotherhood of 
electrical workers, an AFL affili- 
ate, in an out-of-court settlement 


of a suit brought against the pub- 
lishers two years ago. Announce- 
ment of the settlement was made 
by Harry Van Arsdale, Jr., business 
manager of the union. 


The settlement, which was nego- 
tiated by Harold Stern, general 
counsel of Local 3, follows an un- 
precedented court of appeals de- 
cision handed down last November 
in which it was held that a labor 
union, for the purpose of bringing 
a libel action, was to be considered 
a legal entity and therefore could 


sue for libel in the state of New 
York 

In the past it had been the opin- 
ion of some courts that labor 


unions could not institute litigation 
alleging libel on the theory that 
since they were unincorporated 
bodies they were not possessed of 
reputations which the courts could 
protect. But in the court of appeals 
decision the law was interpreted to 
permit a trade union to sue for 
libel. 

The cause of Local 3's action was

In Libel Suit AgainstNewspaper 


published in the Daily Argus in the 
summer of 1939 in which it was 
alleged that union officials were 
“feathering their nests” from ini- 
tiation fees and dues payments 
from out-of-town workers seeking 
employment at the time of the 
world’s fair. 

Specifically, the Argus article re- 
counted the alleged experience of a 
young man from North Carolina 
who was supposed to have received 
a well-paying electrician’s job and 
who was said to have paid a stiff 
price privately to an unnamed offi- 
cial of Local 3. The alleged money, 
the McMullin column stated, “prob- 
ably never appeared on the union’s 
books. Evidently the rank and file 
of Local 3 are not aware of the 
practices indulged in by some of 
their associates.” 

Libel Action 

Upon publication of the column 

the union instigated a libel action 


against Westchester Newspapers, 
Inc., McMullin, and the McClure 
newspaper syndicate, which sold 


the column to the Argus as a syn- 
dicated feature. 

After the action was brought, the 
defendants made a motion in the 
New York supreme court to dismiss 
the union’s action on the ground 
that under the law a trade union, 
as an incorporated collection of 
individuals, could not sue. Justice 
Isidor Wasservogel, before whom 
the motion was argued, ruled 
against the defendants. The case 
was carried through the appellate 
division and up to the court of ap- 


peals, where the union's suit was 
finally sustained. 
The case against the McClure 


newspaper syndicate and McMullin, 
who were not parties to the settle- 
ment, is still pending in the courts.

NORWEGIAN LABOR 


LAUDED BY GREEN 


FOR QUITTING QUISLING'S UNIONS 


Strong commendation of the ac 
tion of Norwegian workers in re- 
signing from Norway’s labor unions 
rather than become the slaves of 
Quisling’s nazi regime was ex- 
pressed by President William Green 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor in a statement broadcast to 
Norway by the office of war in- 
formation. Mr. Green said: 

‘In no country in the world has 
there been a more courageous and 
more strongly organized resistance 
to the nazi barbarians than in Oc- 
cupied Norway. 


“Now we hear that many thou- 
sands of Norwegian workers have 
resigned from Norway’s labor un- 
ions, rather than become the tools 
of the Quisling regime. 

“The traitor Quisling thought 
to establish a cooperative par- 
liament which would include 
captive labor unions, to give his 
regime the appearance of le- 
gality it so desperately sought. 
But he made his plans without 
realizing that the voice of free- 
dom in Norway which he had 
tried so hard to silence could 
still be heard. 

“That voice, with the resignation 
of the Norwegian workers from the 
puppet ‘unions’ has been heard 
around the world. Quisling’s plan 
to celebrate the second anniversary 
of the day, September 25th, when 
he took over the Norwegian na- 
tional labor federation and the ad- 
ministration of Norway have had 
to be dropped. 

“There are six million members 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor in the United States. These six 
million allies of Norwegian work- 
men sent a message of firm support 


to their brave colleagues in Nor- 
way. They vow that they will 
never rest so long as one Nor- 


wegian remains in slavery.”

This was necessary to cover the 
jobs figured at the old rate prior 
to the date that the notifications 


of the increase were sent to the 
employing plumbers. As a word of 
explanation, I might say that every 
other local union who has received 
an increase in wage, assesses their 
members for each day worked, the 
lowest of these assessments being 
from 35 cents to $1.00 a day. When 
this is taken into consideration, the 
$5.00 a month is a very reasonable 
demand. Not only very reasonable, 
but a very necessary move in order 
to live up to our agreement that 
all work figured prior to the date 
of notification of the increase 
would be taken care of. 


Another item of material interest 

that has been called to my atten- 
tion during the course of conversa- 
tion with members who are on the 
sick list was to learn that they are 
poet aware of the sick benefit plan 
as carried on by the local union 
and which has been in eisxtence 
since the spring of 1939. The aver- 
age mechanic can use to very good 
advantage the weekly benefit paid 
to the member during the period of 
sickness, particularly so when that 
extends over a length of time. For 
the small assessment that they pay, 
every working member unless fully 
covered by insurance of another na- 
ture should participate. Of course 
jit is a voluntary action on the part 
of the member and there is nothing 
compulsory about it and it in 
way interferes with his standing as 
; a member of the local union.

STATE LABOR COMMISSIONER 


INFORMS WORKERS OF THEIR 


RIGHTS AS VOTERS 


Workers May Take Two Hours to Cast 


Their Ballot; Time Off Taken Must 
Be Reduced To Minimum So As Not 


To Curtail Production 


In response to numerous inquiries 
by workers and employers as to the 
rights of employes to take time off 
for voting, H. C. Carrasco, state 
labor commissioner, quoted Section 
5699 of the elections code as fol- 
lows: 

“Every voter shall, on the 
day of every general direct pri- 
mary or presidential primary 
election to which he is entitled 
to vote, be entitled to absent 
himself from any employment 
in which he is then engaged for 
two consecutive hours between 
the time of opening and the 
time of closing of polls. The 
voter shall not, because of so 
absenting himself, be liable to 
any penalty, nor shall any de- 
duction be made on account of 
such absence from his usual 
salary or wages.” 

“It is the duty of all workers to 
exercise their democratic right to 
vote, and of employers to afford 
them that opportunity, which is as- 
sured by law,” said Carrasco. “How- 
ever, in these times when the ef- 


forts of every worker are so vitally 
needed, it is suggested that voting 
time be so arranged as to reduce 
time away from the job to a mini- 
mum, as suggested by War Pro- 
duction Board Chairman Donald 
Nelson. 


“This indicates the necessity of 
.a patriotic and cooperative ap- 
proach to this problem by both 
employers and employes and I ap- 
peal to all of them to meet the 
situation in this spirit.”

Of Violation of 
Women’s Laws 


Violation of California wage laws 


and the eight-hour law for women 


resulted in conviction of Mr. Fred 
Horst, owner of a news store and 
lunch counter of Berkeley, it was 
announced today by H. C. Car- 
rasco, state labor commissioner. 


Testimony at the trial before 
Judge Oliver Youngs, Jr., of Berk- 
eley, revealed that Mr. Horst em- 
ployed a girl to work more than 
six eight-hour days per week on at 
least three occasions. 

Furthermore, Mr. Horst failed to 
keep accurate records showing the 
work time of the women employed 
as required under the eight-hour 
law for women. 

Judge Youngs found Mr. Horst 
guilty and sentenced him to a fine 
of $20.00 on each of three counts 
for violation of the women’s eight- 
hour law. He also found Horst 
guilty of failing to keep accurate 
records, but suspended the sentence 
on those two counts. 

Judgement was suspended on the 
charge of failure to pay wages to 
the employe upon condition that 
Horst pay the balance due.
